ranchmen. Their excuse was that they had 
beert starved at the agency and propose to 
steal f=uch cattle as they needed for sustenance.

He was graduated 
at the Oneida Institute with hon- 
ors, and shortly afterwards began to 
preach. 
He has traveled in Europe, 


where his advocacy of the cause of the 
colored race helped to gain for it many 
friends. He is respected and especially 
influential in politics among his people 
in this city. He lives at No. 102 West 
Third street. The Rev. Mr. Dickers^n, 
pastor ot fhe Bethel Church, is a compar 
atively young colored gentleman, but 
energetic, earnest ana successful.
